Seasons  for  Planting.  Seasons  open  in  the  Fall  from  October  fifteenth 
until  the  ground  freezes.  In  the  Spring  as  soon  as  the  frost  is  out  of  the  ground 
to  about  the  tenth  of  May. 

My  Nurseries  are  inspected  every  year,  and  every  shipment  will  be  accom- 
panied by  a Certificate  of  the  State  Inspector.  Ail  Fruit  Trees  will  be  fumigated 
before  shipping.
